(viii) of List I of Appendix 4 of Section III of Import and Export Policv 
1988-91 (Vol. II). in terms of which export of Bajra and jowar ' is allowed 
against limited ceiling as per the procedure laid down at paragraphs 4-n 
of Section V of said policy book. 

2. It has been decided to devise the following special procedure in terms. 
of para 12.(3) of Section I of said policy book in respect of export of Hijra 
and Jowar. 
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3. The ceiling for export of Bajra and Jowar will bo placed at tire dis¬ 
posal of Agricultural Sc Processed Food Products Export Development Autho- 
ritv, New Delhi (APEDA) 

4. Export will be allowed on tire basis of first-come, first-served basis 
against the contracts backed by 100 per cent Irrevocable Letter of Credit. 
Exporters while applying to APEDA would also submit a Bank Guarantee 
equivalent to one percent of f.o, r t>. value as per Irrevocable Letter of Credit 
which would be forfeited in case the exports do not take place by Slst 
March, 1989. The amount so forfeited shall be credited to the Government 
Account. 

5. Or fulfilment of the above conditions, the APEDA would issue ceiling 
slips to tlie exporters indicating full particulars such as name of the exporter, 
No. and date of Order and Irrevocable Letter of Credit, quantity allowed, 
f.o.b. value and the destination etc. The exporters then shall approach the 
concerned port licensing authority and submit the ceiling slip. On presentation 
of ceiling slip, the port licensing authorities shall issue export licence 
expeditiously and in any case not beyond 48 hours after the presentation of 
ceiling slip. Export licence will have a validity period u]>to 31st March, 1989. 
APEDA would stop issuing ceiling slip as and when the ceiling is exhausted. 
APEDA will not issue any ceiling slip after 31st March, 1939 even if a quantity 
of ceiling is left unutilized. 

6 . Export will be allowed by the Customs authorities on the basis of export 
licence issued by the port licensing authority.
